WASHINGTON July 15.—Older ex-i 


istlng conditions and wlih revenue 
they are now receiving, the electric 
railways cannot continue to perform 
the functions expected of them, John 
II.

out the country. 


"It Is no longer a (iuc-silo» of whal

Asserting it was not the purpose cf 


the railways representatives to make 


case before the commission. Mr. 


Pardee said .they appeared to give the 
facts in the silualion In tho hope a 
solution might be found satisfactory 
to the public, employes and owners 
alike, interested as they all are in 
maintaining good service at. reason- 
able cost. 


"Owing to the complete system of 


control and regulation over us by the 
public authorities which both pre- 
scribe our service and control our 
rates, we are unable to readjust our- 
selves to changing conditions as ev- 
ery other industry, not so hampered, 
is readjusting Itself." he said. 


Many additional burdens were put 


upon companies by the government as 
war exigencies without any son of 
relief, he said, including raising of 
wages as much as 100 per cent:, the 
control of the price and delivery of 
coal, the Qxlng^of prices of other com- 
modules and, in many cases, the pre- 
scribing of service to be given. 


"There must be impressed upon the 


public a new conception of the rela- 
tions between 
the communities and 


Ihe public utilities which serve them." 
he continued. "They must be shown 
that the antagonism which has here- 
tofore prevailed is disastrous to both 
interests, and thai only M-hen the pub- 
lic and the companies' work together 
to secure efficiency and economy 
operation, can the desired service 
furnished at a reasonable price.

second fundamental idea is that in or- 
der to provide through the employ- 
ment of private capital proper trans- 
portation facilities for cities and for 
rural districts, the basis of compen- 
sation must be so determined as to 
provide an assured return and a rate 
of fare so flexible as lo readily and 
automatically adjust Itself to the cost 
of providing the 
service."

Pardee said they appeared to give the
